In spite of the fact that perhaps 
some of my readers might remem- 


ber the most important things that 
happened during last year’s fight, 
I have . here to repeat several de- 
talls rather amply in order that 
people shall understand the trans- 
polar unt this year. For the 
expedition that took place last vear 
in May and June made the flight 
this month possible, and all the 
members of the last year's expedi- 
tion understood that the flying-boat 
expedition was only « preparation 
to the transpolar flight. I have to 
speak about some of the reasons. 
Bince 1922. when I had com- 
menced the organization of a polar 
fight, I had understood that 
to realize such an enterprise I had 
to use a machine not only large 
enough to carry fuel sufficient to 
have the motors running over all 
the distance from Spitabergen to 
Alaska, but the machine had to be 
of so great lifting capacity that it 
could carry so much fuel that even 
in case of headwinds we should 
be able to reach land.

DELAYED IN RUSSIA 
But because of various circum- 
stances in King’s Bay we had to 


let the Norge stay in Gatechina, 
outside Leningrad, where it had ar- 
rived on April 15, longer than we 
originally had thought, which will 
be mentioned later on. 

Besides the important meteoro- 
logical observations made on the 
examination flight last year. we die- 
covered aleo things of technical im- 
portance, so we had forever to give 
up the plan of going from Spitz- 
bergen to Alaska in a flying ma- 
chine. 

As I have told, our intention last 
year was only to explore and ex- 
amine flying conditions on the Eu- 
ro n side of the North Pole.

when he gave his answer and that 
we could realize the transpolar 
flight in an airship with greater 
security and greater success than 
in a fying machine. The security of 
the latter principally depends on 
ite motor.

They were snow cov- 
ered, but under the snow there 
were test ice floes that made i 
impossible to land on them without 
running serious risk of smashing 
the bottom of the flying beat or 
damaging the wheels on an air-

LAND IN ONLY LEAD 

Our landing on the expedition 
last year took place on the only 
lead of any size we saw on our 
fight from Spitzbergen to 87 deg. 
43 min. north latitude and this 
will be proof good enough of the 
nonexistence of usual landing 
places on the polar ice. 

Mr. Elleworth as well as myself 
are convinced that it was only the 
skillfulmess of the aviators Riliser- 
Larsen and Dietricheon, that aa ved 
the expedition. When we passed 
over this first big lead my plane. 
Piloted by Rileer-Larsen, had con- 
sumed so much fuel that he con- 
sidered it most prudent to go down 
to low altitude to look for a land- 
ing place before we continued our

New York Division Acquitted 
of Insubordination 


Assembly Sitting as Court 


Four Other Decisions Made 
by Judicial Body 


BALTIMORE, June 1.—The New 
York Presbytery was found not 
guilty of insubordination by the 
Presbyterian General Assembly 
sitting as a judicial court late to- 
day. 8 

Three complaints against the 
Presbytery, growing out of its fal- 
ure to license preachers after be- 
ing reprimanded last year, were 
dismissed after it was found that 
the “Presbytery assures the As- 
sembly ft is trying te carry out” 
the orders given it last year. 

Another complaint against the 
Synod of New York growing out 
of the seme cast also was dun- 
missed. 

The charges against the Presby- 
tery and Bynod resulted from the 
licensing two years ago of Rev. 
Albert D. Gantz to preach after he 
— denied belief in the Virgin 


The Presbytery lest year was 
rebuked for this act and instruct- 
ed to take proper action, although 
the nature of such action was not 
determined by the Assembly, The 
Presbytery thereupon appointed a 
committee of eleven to determine 
upon the best course of action, in- 
cluding an inquiry inte any 
causes of unrest. 

A minority of the New York 
Presbytery, headed by Rev. Walter 
Duncan Buchanan, complained to 
the Assembly that the Presbytery 


was endeavoring to delay action. 
The Assembly found that “the 
method adopted is in harmony with 
the desire faithfully to carry out 
the mandate.” 


“It is largely an 
of motives and good th,” the 
decision continued, “and the 


Presbytery maintains it ig earnest- 
ly seeking the best method.” 
STATEMENT CITED 
The statement of the commis- 
sioners from the Presbytery to the 
One Hundred and Thirty-seventh 
General Assembly was cited as an 
instance of insubordination. 
The statement of the conimis- 
sioners protested that the Assembly 
had no authority in the Presby- 


this report and thereby brought 
itself under another charge. 

The judicial gcmmission ruled 
that the commissioners were with- 
in their constitutional rights in 
filing such a statement. 


stoppage in ordaining of ministers, 
was found to be a prerogative of 
the Presbytery. 

“The action of the Presbytery 
regarding future licensures and 
ordinations dealt with a eubject 
well within its jurisdiction,” the re- 
port concluded. 


SYNOD WITHIN RIGHTS 

The complaint against the N- 
nod had arisen from the charge 
that it refused to hear the appeal 
of the minority of the Presbytery 
when it complained in regular 
manner againat the majority. The 
Synod herein was found to be 
within its rights in passing the 
case to the Assembly. 

The case, which had become cel- 
ebrated as a battle between fun- 
damentalists and modernists, end- 
ed without ther side being di- 
rectly involved. The ruling, find- 
ing that the New York Presbytery 
was acting in faith, also 
tacitly bound Presbytery to 
continue to act under the Assem- 


dge M. Lynn Bruce, a mem- 
ber of the judicial commission 
from the Presbytery of New York, 
took no rt in the decision. 

Rev. Henry Sloan Coffin of New 
York. a liberal leader, {eased 
to find , victory for — ew York 
Presbytery in the ru . 

The attitude of New York Pres- 
bytery is fully sustained” he said. 
“We are fully satisfied. Our vie- 
tory could not have been more 
thorough. This ends the com- 
plaint.” 4

“California alone produces 23 per 
cent of the country’s fresh fruits 
and vegetables as well as milifons 
of dollars’ worth of canned and 
dried products. year we 
shipped 237,000 eighteen-ton care 
of fresh fruits and vegetables to 
the East, enriching our people by 
$360,.000,000. Last year we sold 
$122,000,000 worth of oranges, the 
people of America consuming sixty 
oranges per individual, thirty-nine 
of these oranges coming from Call- 
fornia.”

of the explosion. Two men, A. 
Arrobio, proprietor of a pool room 
at Firet and Vignes street, and «& 
friend, hed just parked a new 
touring car on the west side of 
Mission Road and walked across 
the exact spot where the explosion 
was centered but a few moments 
before the blast occurred. Curious- 
ly. the only man who was struck 
by flying rock was Raimondo, who 
was cleaning a puillet in & rear 
room of his poultry market. 

Had the explosion 
later in the day when . is 
heavy on Mission Road, it was es- 
timated, that a score of people 
would have been blown into atoms. 

Witnesses stated that the gas
